Emergency 


It's not too early to begin thinking 
about and planning for the upcoming 
Fire Season. One phase of our Public 
service/Emergency Communications is our 
participation in the California Depart- 
ment of Forestry's Volunteer - in - Preven- 
tion program. Through this program, the Am- 
ateur community assists CDF during periods 
of high fire danger by operating high vis- 
ibility patrols. We are especially quali- 
fied for this activity due to our ability 
to instantly communicate our observations. 

The Patrol Program (most often used on 
the July 4th Holiday period) has been a 
major contributor in reducing the number 
of fireworks caused fires or at least re- 
porting them. The presence of the clearly 
marked patrol units is a considerable de- 
terent to illegal use of fireworks. For the 
past two years we have provided patrols in 
areas recommended by local ranger units. 

Enrolled volunteers are covered by 
workman's compensation and are reimbursed 
for mileage. 

In the event of a major fire, such as 
the one on Mt. Diablo two years ago, we 
also aid CDF with supplemental communica- 
tions. With the heavy rain this year, 
grass and shrub growth will large and the 
fire danger will be high. 

Please contact me if you would like 
more information on this program, or app- 
lication forms. A meeting will be scheduled 
in May for new volunteers.
